You can apply for assistance using just yvour name, address, and a signature, and selecting the "Apply
button. Howewer, ifyou provide more information on yvour application, it will help us determine your
eligibility more quickly.

Processing Your Application

Your applicaton is date stamped the day vou submit a signed applicaton or the next business day if
submitted after hours or on a weekend or holiday. We will begin working on your applicaton as soon as we
get it It may take ¥ o 30 davs to process vour food stamp applicaton. Expedited households may receive
food stamp benefits within seven days. Your answers on the application will determine if vour household
meels expedited food stamp criteria. Applicatons for Medicaid and Temporary Cash Assistance may lake
20 o 45 davs, and Medicaid applications may take longer if we need to determine if someone is disabled.

http ffwww. myflorida.comfaccessfiorida and click on the "Check the Status of vour Application” link.

Social Security number

Household members who are ineligible, or who are not applving for benefits, may be treated as non-
applicants. Non-applicants, or persons gpplving onby for Emergency Medicaid, Refugee Cash Assistance,
or Refugee Medical Assistance, are NOT required to provide a Social Security Mumber (SSMY. I yvou were
not eligible for an S50 because of yvour immigration status, you may be eligible for a non-work, S350 IF woul
need an S=SM, we can help yvou apply for one. MNon-applicants are NOT required to provide proof of
immigration status. Non-citizens who are applying for benefits will have their immigraton status verified
with the Bureau of Citizenship and Immigration Services (BCIS) . We will not =21l BCIS about the
immigraton status of those living in vour household who are not applying for benefits.

Public Assistance Fraud

Answers you dive may be confirmed by DCF and other Federal and State groups like Public Assistance
Fraud (FPAF) You may be accused of a crime if yvou dive answers that are not frue to get benefits. If vou are
caught giving answers that are not true or vou are not telling us something so vou can get benefits, vou will
not be able to get benefits for 12 months the first time, 24 months for the second time, and permanenthy for
the third time. You may also be fined up to $250,000, putin prison, or both,
